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Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

1 . The dashed bond present in the Q ring systems requires clarification as to 
intended scope since such designation (dashed lines) usually denotes the bond can 
be present or absent. As recited the bond is mandatory. Is this intended? 

2. The "heteroaryl" definition is out of place as it follows the R13/R14 choices 
which do not recite heteroaryl. Furthermore, it should be made clear that the 
definition applies to B choices as well as R variables which also recite 
"heteroaryl". See R23-R27 and R29-R3 1 . 

3. "Containing" in the NR13R14 definition is opend-ended. "Having" is suggested. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4,6,8 and 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Wallace (US'262, cited by applicants). The commonly assigned 
patent describes 3 compounds within the instant scope for use in treating the HIV 
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virus. See examples 231 (cols. 187-1 88), 241 (cols. 189-1 90) and 246 (cols.191- 
192). Said compounds have been tested and shown to be active as can be seen in 
Table 2 columns 271-276 and are taught for use in compositions where other 
antivirals ca be present as outlined in col. 18. 

US '262 is applied as of its filing date of 12/19/01 (earlier parents do not 
describe species pointed out above) which precedes applicants' provisional filing 
date and thus is a competent reference. 

The claims of US '362 do not include the aforementioned species or any 
ureido embodiments.
